WATCHFUL VINSON 

Congressman Fred M. Vinson per¬ 
formed a real service to the entire 
couRp^ In offering his amendment 
repcijliilg tho net loss provision of the 
IUcoi|ie Tax Law. Tile provision which 
tted the carry-over for two years 
ssi's sustained, was adopted in 
1H21 jlu the early days of llie Harding 
Administration. It was this provision 
that permitted J. I’. Morgan and Co. 
to avoid the payment of income taxes 
in 11*30 and 19*31. Mr. Vinson, a mem¬ 
ber of the powerful Ways and Means 
Committee, has discovered this loop¬ 
hole in the preparation of Hie 1932 
Tax Bill. His Committee and the 
House adopted Ids amendment, elimi¬ 
nating the two year net loss provision, 
hut tile Senate refused to go tile en¬ 
tire wav. 

Willi the disclosures lu Hie Morgan 
hearing, the Ways and Menus Com¬ 
mittee as well as the House on Fri 
day last, unanimously adopted the net 
loss provision submitted to the Com 
luittee by our congressman. With sen 
timciit aroused as it is. and properly 
so. there is no doubt but that tin 
Senate will accept this iimeiulmctu. 

Just as Congressman Vinson dis¬ 
covered the defect lu Hie Farm Bib 
as it affected tobacco and initiated 
the effort to change the parity pcr'od 
thereby securing an increased prie 
upon tobacco when tbe act is mad.

Cooper of the College of Agriculture, j 

Rloal in Caltle 

Reports received at tbe Experiment 
Station of the University of Kentucky 
indicate that bloat in cattle is ure j 
valent this spring, due to wet weather, 
uud luxuriant growth of grasses, es-1 
pecially clover. 

There ure several effective ways to I 
treut bloat, says Pr. W. M • DUuoek, 
head of the department of animal 
pathology. Often, however, the animal 
is not found until dead or too sick to 
recover. 

In acute cases, the uniuiul is some- J 
times tupped in the region of the 
flank uud, after the gas escapes, a 
mixture of a half-ounce of formald¬ 
ehyde and a pint of water itoured 1 
through tlte opening. Another method 
is to puss a tube through the nose Into 
the stomueh, to let the gas escape. 

A simpler method is to drench the 
animal with one of three following 
solutions: one-half ounce of forwulda- 
hyde in a pint or more of water; a 
quart of white mineral oil containing j 
two ounces of spirits of turpentine; 
or two ounces of coul oil in a pint of 
oil or milk. Drenching the uuimul with 
one of these mixtures is usually suffi¬ 
cient in chronic or slowly developing 
bloat. It is customary to move the 
animal about and to place a stick or 
gag in the mouth as a means of aid¬ 
ing the gus to escape. 

Bloating may be prevented by keep 
iuv cows off pasture in the morning 
until the dew is gone. It also may he 
advisable to feed a small amount of 
well dried timothy or mixed bay be¬ 
fore allowing them to"go on pasture. 
Further, one muy remove the animals 
after they have been on pasture three 
or four hours. 

Some stock owners report that suit j 
and ginger, an ounce of each, given i 
in the feed or ns a drench, will help 
to prevent bloat. Formaldehyde in 
water is the most effective drench. An j 
hour or two after giving the formal¬ 
dehyde solution it is advisable to give 
a quart of mineral oil.

'TVIERR is every evidence thnt when, 

In 1013, congress passed n law creat¬ 
ing the Department of Labor, that few 
of those who were most vociferous In 
support of the proposal had any con¬ 
ception of what the now department 
of the government was to do. A re¬ 
view of the debates of the time In¬ 
dicates rntlier clearly that somebody 
wanted to do something for labor, but 
they did not know exactly what that 
Something should he. 

So I am prepared to say that tt was 
tho administrative oflleers who have 
filled the several posts from secretary 
of labor down Ihe Hue of rank who 
have made the Department of Labor 
something of vnlno. Some of those ob¬ 
servers who watched proceedings when 
congress enacted the law tells me 
that the movement had every appear¬ 
ance of a “sop” to organised labor, and 
If their conclusion he true, It certainly 
can lie said now Unit the legislators 
biillded much better than they knew. 

The law which those legislators 
pnssed said the Department of Labor 
was to promote tho Interests of labor, 
of the working people of the country, 
that their working conditions might 
be Improved and that their opportuni¬ 
ties might lie advanced. While I 
still entertain some doubt concerning 
what congress thought this would 
mean, It 1ms become quite evident that 
It is possible for be gri tt hits - 
thing, cnlled government, to act in n 
very personnl capacity when occasions 
require. It hns so acted through the 
Department of Labor. 

Here Is nil Illustration: 

In a great textile mill of New Eng¬ 
land, the workers clamored for better 
conditions; they wanted shorter work¬ 
ing hours; they wanted assurance that 
they would not he dismissed without 
notice; they wanted certain agree¬ 
ments with tlie owners as to the rates 
of pay, and they sought an agreement 
with their employers to reach these 
understandings through a committee 
of their own numbers. The employ¬ 
ers turned a deaf ear to the proposals 
and would not even discuss them. A 
strike was the alternative which the 
workers offered. 

One might say that was a private 
matter and that the government had 
no right to mix Into it. But the Con¬ 
stitution's preamble says that the gov¬ 
ernment is, among other tilings, “for 
the people.” Surely, here was an in¬ 
stance where something could bo done 
for the people, for workers nnd em¬ 
ployers alike. 

The Department of Labor did mix 
Into the controversy. It sent several 
men to the seeue. They listened to 
the grievances of the workers aud 
to the statements of the employers. 
They suggested ways out, one after 
another, until they were aide to get 
a committee from the workers and 
a committee from the owners to sit 
in the same room. Eventually, these 
secret discussions, always with aeon 
dilator from tlie Department of La¬ 
bor participating, developed a com¬ 
promise on which each side had yield 
eil certain concessions, 

Tlie terms are not material here, 
hut suffice it to say there was no 
strike in thnt mill and there prob¬ 
ably never will he one for the reason 
that each side lesirned something about 
fairness and the rights of the other 
fellow. 

That controversy was simple com¬ 
pared with some that arise anil with 
which the department has to deal in 
order to do wlmt its officials regard 
as their public duty that there may 
be pence in commerce and Industry. 
It shows, nevertheless, how tlie mul¬ 
tiple eye of the government is upon 
us all. 

And in connection with this lust ref¬ 
erence, one must recull that in tills 
same department there is what has 
come to be known as the children's 
bureuu. It goes beyond the working 
man In Its course of duty. The wel¬ 
fare of children of all classes come 
within Its surveillance, and through¬ 
out tlie country one now finds Juvenile 
courts, orphanages and other Institu¬ 
tions having to do with children who 
lire receiving constant advice from tlie 
bureau In Washington, D.O. It watches 
industry, too, that there may he no un¬ 
due dangers developed, that conditions 
conducive to disease may not be con¬ 
tinued and flint every aid within the 
power of the national government Is 
extended to correct them. 

Another phase of tlie department’s 
work gives it control of the entry into 
the United States of foreigners. Our 
Immigration luw Is perhaps the most 
stringent In tlie world, because it is 
our policy to conserve our racial stand¬ 
ards. The "melting pot" Is receiving 
no more foreign blood in quantity. The 
department watches this closely, aud 
it sees to it that those who are ad¬ 
mitted either become American citi¬ 
zens, swear allegiance to our flag and 
adopt our trudllious, or else they go 
buck home. And tills Job of American¬ 
izing foreigners Is one which obviously 
must strengthen our nation In order 
that it limy live In (lie future.

A COUNTRY banker recently p*s 
** pared the following simplified 
statement for his neighbors on iiar 
bow a bank goes about helping tho* 
"It Is the most Important pnrtvVta 
bank's business to lend money. Of*t 
the money deposited in a bank, t*■» 
law requires that a certain percentajn 
be kept on hand as a reserve to nwn.l 
the demands of depositors. It Is th* 
business of Its officers to lend the bat 
ance conservatively and safely. 

“The loans of a properly mana&nz 
bank are invariably made to those t. 
believes are able to repay, and always 
on condition that they be repaid at *. 
stipulated time. 

“The promise of an Individual to *e- 
pay a loan to a bank on n certain dafcv 
is as sacredly Inviolable as the prom 
Ise of a hank to repay its depositors on 
demand, or, In the case of a certificate 
of deposit, on tlie date it falls due. Wb<® 
it comes to be known of an individual 
that he 'always pays,' his credit » 
established and his hank Is alwa.w 
glad to extend him neeibsl aerommod* 
tions. 

"A well managed bank never cijn- 
talizes Industries. That Is. it does no 
place its loans in fixed form, but pw« 
them where they are to be used far 
temporary requirements, and when, 
they will he taken up at tlie time speo- 
fied. 

How a Bank Lends 

“It Is not the function or a bank 
become a partn-r in Industries, no- 
could It be legitimately done with tw 
money of depositors. Its leans mus 
be kept In 'liquid' form,—Mint is. repa* 
able In cash at stated Intervals. 

“A bank must use the greatest do 
crimination In making loans. * 
stranger cannot expect accommod* 
tions. It is customary for tlie borrow 
er to make a statement of his flnnnrut 
affairs, which is kept In the banki 
records. It is a punishable offense % 
make a false statement tor tlie pus 
pose of borrowing funds. 

“Naturally, in their dealing with tin 
regular depositors of the bank, use 
officers become well acquainted wfcto 
their characters aud their resource* 
and are thus in a position to determine 
how large a line of credit each obi 
is entitled to. That Is one of the trot: 
advantages of being a bank deposit®' 
"Tlie man who knows how to os 
into debt wisely, that Is. who borrows 
money with which to make 
money through legitimate enterpnr 
is the borrower whom the bank. * 
looking for. By the frank interchaan 
of opinion and a free discussion He. 
various projects, the borrower is. etas, 
guided and helped by his banket. 

"In order to procure a line of crwfti 
at a bank three tilings are imporu.vr 
"1. A statement of assets showing-£ 
basis of credit in the way of luves nz 
capital, or collateral of sufficient vajse 
to cover amount of loan, or 
“2. An endorser whose credit Is oe 
tablished at tho bank; and 
“3. Average deposits of a sn/licmti 
amount to justify the extension of 
desired accommodation.”

think that they can turn adv- re- m 
on and off, like water from a fa cut, 
and expect it to become immwllutels 
effective whenever they are prepared 
to rostime operations. Advertising 
does not work that way. Temporary 
conditions should uot lnfliicm - u. to 
make tou serious Iurouda on the pu>- 
gram of advertising, which can be 
wisely conceived only on a long I in.
